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President Acts on Recommendations 


The three summer months 
have been a time of intense 
reflection on the major prob- 
lems at Ohio University, and 
now many significant recom- 
mendations affecting the func- 
tioning of the University are 
being acted upon by President 
Claude R. Sowle. 

These recommendations 
came about through the com- 
bined efforts of the University 
community — students, fac- 
ulty, staff, 
trustees, alumni, parents, local 
and state government officials

and townspeople, who spent 
many long hours in imagina- 
tive and thoughtful discussion.

Opinions ideas were 
held in June and at an open 
forum in July. Additionally, 
students, faculty and staff re- 
sponded to an opinion survey 
on the more than 100 com- 
mittee recommendations com- 
ing out of these workshops, 
and both the Faculty Senate 
and Student Government sub- 
mitted comments on_ specific 
workshop proposals. 

During the last two weeks 
in August, President Sowle is- 
sued six topical reports em- 
bodying these ideas and rec- 
ommendations and laying the 
groundwork for their future 
implementation. 

The reports deal with the 
University Judiciary System; 
Security and Control; Changes 
in University Structure; the 
Modern University and Dis- 
in Cri- 


sent; Communication 
ses, and Student Participation 


in University Governance. 


Judiciary System 
In his first report the presi- 
dent outlined a greatly sim- 
plified and 
dent judiciary system to be im- 


streamlined  stu- 
plemented in the fall. 

Under the new

involving students will be un- 
der the jurisdiction of a Uni- 
versity Judiciary composed of 
hearing panels of five, ran- 
domly selected students. The 
director of University Judici- 
aries, a lawyer, will chair each 
hearing but won’t vote. 

The case against the accused 
will be prepared by a qualified 
University representative who 
will determine whether action 
should be the 
University or through the civil 
courts and who will serve as

The student hearing panels 
will have the responsibility of 
determining the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused and, if 
guilty, will recommend a sanc-

Non-serious violations of 
University regulations, such as 
those involving student-made 
regulations in residence halls, 
will be handled by Residence 
and Campus Judiciaries. 

An interim suspension pro- 
cedure, recommended by the 
workshop and approved by 
President Sowle, states that the 
suspended student should re- 
ceive a statement of general 
charges at the time of his sus- 
pension; a full bill of particu- 
lars within two days, and a 
hearing by the University Ju- 
diciary within one week.
